Our Gold Minos- 



Whilo Kootonay is quiotly yielding 
up its tens of thousands, and Cariboo 
its hundreds of thousands. Cassiar 
continues to surge and oscillate in the 
public mind. Tho reader will most 
likely have experienced some difficulty 
in extracting from tho published re- 
ports material enabling him to reach 
an intelligent conclusion as to tho 
true character and real value of theso 
mines. Probably in no department of 
human experience does one moot with 
such conflicting testimony. Tho suc- 
cessful miner, looking through golden 
spectacles, sees gold everywhere. The 
unsuccessful miner, with empty pock- 
et and, perhaps, empty stomach, views 
everything through the blue glasses of 
disappointment, and, with equaFposi 
tiveness and sincerity, declares that 
there is no gold. Looking at tho 
matter, as we endeavour to do, from 
an impartial standpoint, and making 
tho best of the mass of conflicting tos- 
timony, wo are disposed to conclude 
that Cassiar is neither as good nor as 
bad as it is represented. That there 
is rich ground cannot bo questioned. 
That tho rich ground is extensivo en- 
ough to give Cassiar rank as a first 
class gold field has evidently not yet 
been demonstrated. Neither has tho 
opposite been by any means establish- 
ed. Ulterior causes operate prejudi- 
cially to the fair testing of the coun- 
try generally designated by the name 
"Cassiar." The ground is for the. 
most part covered with a rank growth 
of moss, in many placos several feet in 
thickness. This moss appears to pro- 
tect tho ground from the influence of 
tho sun's rays to such an extent as 
would almost entitle tho land to be 
designated one of eternal frost. Then, 
again, tho open season, if one can so 
call it, is so very short. To theso 
physical difficulties add tho dearncss 
of living (about $4 a day for a work- 
ing-man) and the great difficulty of 
penetrating the country, and who can 
wonder that the prosent seosou has 
brought forth so little? But how are 
matters to be improved? Even the 
most advanced science cannot hopo to 
cause the sun's rays to pierce tho 
mossy covering any more than it can 
stay the early approach of bleak win- 
ter or hasten tho return of summer. 
This much, however, can be accom- 
plished: Tho price of living can bo 
reduced from $4 a day to $2, possibly- 
even lower; and thus tho country can 
be more speedily and thoroughly pros- 
pected and the mines more generally 
and profitably worked. There really 
seems to bo no reason whatever why 
flour should continue at l!8 cents 
a pound, beef 50 to GO cts. sugar 80 
cts, tea §2,50, and so on. With pro- 
per management, half and less than 
half theso prices ought to pay tho tra- 
ders well. And here wo would allude 
to what would soom to have boon an 
unwise act of tho Government. The 
bit of trail mado under charter by 
Moore &Co., really only cost a com- 
paratively trifling sum. Yet two cents 
a pound is exacted in tho shape of toll 
on everything passing over it. Two 
cents a pound seems not much viewed 
in the light of prices now prevailing in 
Cassiar; but it will at onco bo seen 
that whenever prices shall have como 
down to such a reasonable standard as 
they may bo expected to reach next 
season, the impost will bo a very op- 
pressive and unreasonable one. It 
will, in fact, approximate tho price at 
which goods ought to bo transported 
over tho road in respect of which it is 
levied. Now, we are far from desiring 
to reflect upon the indomitable Moore 
by whom tho trail was constructed and 
tho right to levy tho toll acquired, or 
to deprive him of tho "good thing" 
thereby secured. On tho contrary, we 
should be only too glad to know that 
ho had through it secured that fortune 
for which ho has so long struggled, 
provided tho public interest did not 
suffer. But in this proviso lies tho 
point wo desiro to direct tho attention 
of the Government to. AVo have al- 
ready intimated that it was a mistake 
to give such a charter for such a work. 
Had tho government opened tho trail 
with that promptitude and energy 
which the importance and urgoncy of 
tho case so obviously demanded, Cas- 
siar would havo told a very different 
story in tho year of graco 1874. Hav- 
ing, however, committod the blunder, 
it only remains for thorn now to recti- 
fy it as far as possible. There is, we 
presume, a provision in tho charter 
which gives the government powor to 
take the trail upon paymont of cost 
and interest. Lot this powor be ex- 

aa it ought to havo been from tho lirst, 
free to, all who ghtll havo occasion to 
tan© it. 



An Extract from Beecher. 



HIS OPINION OF THE DESTROYED OF FEMALE 
INNOCENCE. 

[From a Serinon delivered In 1865.] 

The seducer! Playing npon the 
most sacred passion, ho betrays inno- 
cence. How? By its tenderest facul- 
ties; by its trust; by its unsuspected 
faith; by its tender love; by its honor. 
The victim, often and often, is not the 
accomplice so much as the sufferer, be- 
trayed by a strange exorcism which 
bewitched her noblest affections and 
became tho suicide of her virtue! The 
betrayed, for the most intenso selfish- 
ness, protenso of honor — by and by. 

A DEVILISH JUGGLERY 

Of fraud, by blinding tho eye, confus- 
ing tho conscience, misleading the 
judgment, and instilling the dew of 
sorcery upon every flower of sweet af- 
fection — deliberately, heartlessly, de- 
riles the confiding victim. Is there 
one shade of good intention, one glim- 
mering trace of light? Not one. 
There was not tho most shadowy, 
tremulous intention of honor. It was 
sheer, premeditated, wholesale ruin 
from beginning to end. 

The accused sorcerer opens tho 
door to push her fort h. She looks out 
al! shuddering; for there is the shame 
and sharp-toothed hatred, and blatter- 
ing slander, and malignant envy and 
triumphing jealousy, and murderous 
revenge — these are seen rising before 
her, clouds full of lire that burn but 
will not kill. And there is for her 
want and poverty and gaunt famine. 
There is the world spread out; she sees 
father and mother heartlessly aban- 
doning her; a brother's shame, a •sis- 
ter's anguish. It is 

A VISION" OF DESOLATION, 

A plundered homo, an altar where 
honor and purity, and virtue, and 
peace have been insidiously sacrificed 
to the foul Moloch. All is cheerless 
to the eye, and her ear catches tho 
sound of sighing and mourning, wails 
and laments; and far down, at the hori- 
zon of the vision, the murky cloud for 
a moment lifts, and she sees the very 
bottom of infamy, the ghastliness of 
death the last spasm of horrible de- 
parture, 

THE AWFUL THUNDER OF FINAL DOOM. 

All this tho trembling, betrayed 
creature sees through the open door of 
the future; and with a voice that might 
move the dead, she turns and clasps 
his knees in awful agony: "Leave me 
not? Oh! spare me— save me — cast me 
not away?" Poor thing- -she is deal- 
ing with a demon! Spare her!— save 
her? The polished scoundrel bet rayed 
her to abandon her, and walks the 
streets to boast his hellish deed. [Is 
jovial — weighs more than he has for a 
year — vide Bro. Halliday at the last 
Plymouth prayer meeting.] It becomes 
him as a reputation! Surely society 
^tho church will crush him! They

SEEK OUT THE BLEEDING LAMB. 

Oh, my soul, believe it not! What 
sight is that? The drooping victim is 
worse that the infernal destroyer! lie 
is fondled, courted, passed from honor 
to honor, and she is crushed and man- 
gled under the infuriated tramp of 
public indignation. On her mangled 
corps thcA* stand to put the laurels on 
her murderers brow! When I see 
such things as these. I thank God 
that there is a judgement and that 
there is a hell ! 

Alice Blanche Oswald. —It will be 
remembered, says the London "News" 
of tho 11th ult.,that in September. 
1872, a young American girl, named 
Alice Blanche Oswald, who had come 
to England from her native land with 
a Scotch lady, who, it was said, turned 
her out of doors, committed suicide, 
when perfectly friendless and forsaken 
by throwing herself into tho Thames 
oil' Waterloo Bridge. The history of 
the deceased was a very sad oik/, and 
many American ladies and gentlemen, 
as well as several English benevolent 
people, determined to give the girl a 
respectable interment, which took 
jilace a few days after the event in t he 
Necropolis, Woking. A committee, 
chiefly composed of American ladies, 
was formed to erect a simple monu- 
ment over the grave of the deceased. 

It 
consists of a rustic cross in marble, 
resting on a cluster of rocks, chiseled 
out of white marble. On a slab placed 
on tho rocks is the following inscrip- 
tion: "Alice Blanche Oswald — Kith- 
less, Kinless Orphan. Died of des- 
pair in the Thames, 5th September, 
1872; 11) on tho 20th of the month. 
By Thy inllnito goodness forgive me." 
The monument will bo placed over the 
grave in a lew days.

Tke Outrage on tke L'uck Trains at 
Skeena. 



Skue.vai-'ouks, Aug. 8, 1871. 

Editor Colonist:— Allow Die through 
your paper to give the public Home idea 
of the state of affairs in this locality. Tho 
tribes of Indians are numerous and abus- 
ive. They are not to be depended upon 
for a moment, their oll'eusivo language 
and conduct are hard to bear, and people 
have to Huorifioo some property nearly 
every day in order to keep them quiet. 
They have never been taught what law or 
justice are. 

Several parties have arrived hero on 
their way lo Cussiar, and scarcely any 
have been permitted to pass without more 
or less loss of time ami property. In Juno 
last Mr. Campbell, of- Thompson Kiver 
Valley, crossed tho Skeena at thoKissinx 
Ranoh, eomoJS miles abovo this place. 
The Indians belonging to tho pla;e( in 
broad day plundered and abstracted from 
this train any goods they thought lit, and 
lolt tho party destitute of blankets and 
horses without rope. On or about July 
the 30th the same Indians dealt unfairly 
with two trains loaded with produce from 
the h'raser. The particulars you will find 
enclosed as they were received by me. 

[f this state of affairs is permitted tn 
pass without notice what position must 
the pioneers of tho country be in, or what 
results can the Government expect from 
the money and labor expended towards 
making roads and trails in this locality. 

If you montion to. the Indians about 
making these outrages public, they only 
laugh at you and say if you have a Gov- 
ernment they have as little respect for 
you as they have for a slave and you had 
bettor "dry up." 

Thoro never has been ovon as much as 
a constable horo, nor any person to ad- 
minister justice. If there were a few 
men stationed on the^river, to give them 
some powder and ball" in place of the pot- 
latch they received at Melakathla, the 
Kitsagu ola affair would not havo occur-

LETTERS REFERRED TO IN ABOVE COMMUNI- 
CATION. 

Skeena Eiveii, Aug. 3rd. 
Mr. Yofmans.— Dear Sir. — Tho In- 
dians have demanded more goods than 
wo had agreed to give them aud threaten- 
ed to shoot us if wo did not comply with 
their demands. They loaded all their gnus 
aud told us not to touch anything until 
we gave them all they asked. Wo were 
forced to yield and were glad to got away 
at any price. If the Indians continue 
their depredations wo shall have to turn 
back. 

Please make this known below through 
Tub Colonist. E. I'etiinoill. 

Mr. You.mans. — \Yo have got over the 
river oi tor considerable trouble. The In- 
dians would not let Jim, the Indian, go 
across. We expect trouble. There will 
havj to be some protection givon to tra- 
velers on this road. The Indians all came 
over armed, and at one time wo thought 
they would kill Jim. They asked for 8100 
or would make us turn back. They load 
thoir firearms before us and tiro thorn off 
over our heads. If we get away from hero 
with our lives we shall consider ourselves 
lucky. 

Do make this known bnlow and .get 
some help from the Government as soon 
as possible for us.

Xetter from Glenora- 

Glenora Landing, Aug. 6th. 1874. 
Mr. John Calbreath arrived hero to- 
night from above, and reports a new 
claim called the Burr, six miles up creek, 
washing up -1 10 ozs. for the week, and the 
latter three days, 100, 130 and 120 respeo 
tively. Withal many of the boys seem to 
bo leaving. Packing is up to 50ctt> again 
from Telegraph Creek. Mr Calbreath tears 
rough times with tho Indians, as they arc 
demanding toll from the whiles for ply- 
ing in thoir waters. The principal cause 
is too much whiskey. Capt. Mooro'a son 
passed down yesterday with a largo quan- 
tity of gold dust. Mr. Davie, attornoy-at- 
law, passed up this morning for the dig- 
gings. Mr. Hunter, Dominion Customs 
Oflieer, made a raid to-day on somo smug- 
gled goods, which evaded duty at tho 
line, and mot with rather stout resistance, 
but no harm done, lie was successful in 
capturing the goods, but was obliged to 
let tho smugglers go on account ot no po- 
lice or gaol being withic 100 miles of tho 
Lauding. Correspondent. 

Another View of tlio Dig 
gmgs- 

Editor Colonist: — For six milos of 
Deaso Creek there is ono succession of 
wingdams, wheels, pumps and Bluices, 
The creek is turning out well — as well as 
any ono expected. Six miles of tho crcok 
is paying from 8 cts. to 10 ets. per day; 
that has been tho average pay of the crook. 
The miners are well satisfied that thoro is 
nothing in tho bed of tho creek. Flour 
was soiling at 10 to 50 cts; bacon, 75 cts; 
sugar, 75 ets; tea, j>i> 50 to $3. Provisions 
us a general thing, have been very scarce 
on tho creek all summer. If it was not for 
tho Indians packing, tho miners would 
have starved. 

Mr. Sullivan has driven most of tho 
minors out of tho mines by his decisions. 
Tho health of tho miners on Deaso Creek 
in gonoral is bad; sudden change of wea- 
thor — hot in the daytime, and sharp white 
frosts in. the night, l'ack animals look 
well. I am afraid thoro will be a scarcity 
of food in tho winter. Thoro had been no 
hay worth cutting found when we left. 
Barley is in great demand; Casey is buy- 
ing all ho can got to sond up to Telegraph 
Creek.

Another Letter from Bease 
Creok. 



'Huberts Creek, with tho excoption of u 
few claims, is a failure. Tho llath claim 
is ono on that creek that is paying, but I 
am of the opinion thero will be good hill 
diggings found there. The present rate of 
grub will not justify prospecting much. 
Men aro leaving every day, and I have no 
doubt but they will rot .rn hero boforo '2 
years. Everybody expected tho overland 
train in before now, but tho general im- 
pression is that thoy will not get in this 
season, and some say thoy are lost. On 
this account provisions aro raised. Those 
prices could bo justly reduced one-half 
had it not boon that tho pack-trains aro 
owned by parties who can' charge what 
they please. Nelson has got this country 
foul for tho season. At this present mo- 
mout thoro is uot a sack of lloui in town 
for side, nor a pound of bacon. I havo 
no doubt, when tho first train arrives 
everything will bo a dollar per pound. 
Notwithstanding all this the Government 
goes to work aud passes tho trail and says 
to the poor miner, ''You must pay to Bill 
Moore two cts. per pound more for walk- 
ing over a natural Indian trail." This is 
tho encouragement miners got for trying 
to develop thi-j country, which would 
prove more beneficial to Victoria than 
tho Canadian Pacific Railroad, which thoy 
may never bgo. Horo lios a grand enter- 
prise and Government will not give a dol- 
lar towards its advancement; but in fact 
tries to keep it back. 

Your old boarders havo good claims, 
and to prove to you that wo havo got con- 
fidence in the country mo and my partner 
havo invested twenty-four hundred dol- 
lars in mining claims and have lot a 
contract to build a house which will cost 
us about 81200 when finished. 

Most of tho minors will go to Victoria 
this winter. At present I should say 
thero aro about 1500 minors in tho coun- 
try. Thero are about ten boats started 
for Deioire. Thoro may bo about seventy 
men gono thoro and a good many more 
nre preparing. I am of tho opinion that 
this is a good camp for the next five 
years. The glad nows reached horo that 
tho steamer Otter was up tho coast ex- 
ploring a now route by the Musor Pollard 
Canal, which, tho Indians from thero tell 
us, wo can got to tho steamboat landing 
in three days from horo. Tho miners aro 
bound not to pay tho toll if thoro is any 
show to get out of it.

"With tho oxcoption of a good prospect 
having boon struck in tho White Pino 
claim, Couklin gulch, tho mining nows is 
not of much interest this week. The nows 
from the outside creeks is generally sat- 
isfactory, and tho Chinamen aro bringing 
in considorablo dust. 

Conkltn Gulch. — The White Fhio co. 
sunk their shaft deeper this week, and 
got a prospect of 2 oz. coarse gold at tho 
bottom. Ferguson co. had 55 ozs. last 
week, and 30 oz. up to Thursday. 
~ Lighnninq Creek. — Spruce co. had -10 
o/.s. last week, 43 03s. on Thursday. 
Point co. doing well ; had 105 ozs. last 
week, aud on Wednesday 02 ozs. Van 
Winkle co. working and taking out pay in 
one drive, and took out 08 oz. in two days 
and .1 half, thoy will soon bo on pay in 
the other drive, having had to open out 
below to avoid a high spur of rock. Vic- 
toria co. started pumping on Wednesday, 
wheel and pump working well; are in the 
hopes of getting tho water out next week. 
Vancouver pumped out and taking out 
good pay; went back from the face about 
200 feet to take out some side ground; 
will bo in full blast next weok, having 2 
drives opened. Vulcan 00. had tho water 
out on Wednesday; the walking-beam 
having got out of repair thoy stopped to 
repair it, but will be ready ready to start 
driving out on Monday. Costello-Saw- 
mill co. aro running out their drive; aro 
still in rock, and havo no idea yet when 
they will break through into gravel. 
Eleven of England co. havo got their 
wheel-pit almost done; when finished it 
will bo a credit to the creok. 



"Led Astray." 

Tho announcement 'that the groat so- 
ciety play of "Led Astray, "by Boncicault, 
will 1 be produced at Theatre Royal on 
Monday night, has created a faolirig of 
ploasurablo 'anticipation amongst tho 
theutrogoing portion of tho public. "Lod 
Astray" is perhaps ono of Bouoicault'a 
best adaptations, being taken by him from 
tho French, aud a short resume of its prin- 
cipal points will doubtless bo interesting: 

Tho scone opens in Paris, at the resi- 
dence of Count Chandoce. Tho countess, 
is pining under the unintentional neglect 
of tier husband, who pays more attention 
to his hounds and horses than to tho 
countess, She, being left alono most of 
tho time, inclines for tho rolief of her 
mind to tho reading of books, among 
which her favorite is a work by ono 
George de Lasparre, a poetical hypocrite. 
The work simply comprehends tho misan- 
thropical creatures of the author's brain, 
whoso ideas seem to rollect those of the 
countess'. Tho book is called "Astray." 
The countess believes she has been "as- 
tray" since her marriage with Count Itt<- 
dolphc Chandoce, wdio lovos her, but _ is 
careless.

She is warned by Hector Olaclde, an old 
friend of the family, who happens to be. 
acquainted with Lesparre, and knows 
what an unprincipled scoundrel ho is. 
Tho latter accidentally enters the grounds 
while the family aro breakfasting. Tho 
servant permits him to consider that, ho is 
welcome, and leaves Lesparre alone, when 
he, taking advantage of his posit ion, oxam- 
ines some embroidery on tho table. He 
picks ii]) a handkerchief and discovers 
the letters "A. C." tho initials of tho 
countess. A book is lying on the table. 
This ho finds to bo a volumo of which he 
Himself is the author. Certain passages 
ore marked which convince him tho read- 
er is romantic. He writes a few lines of 
poetry across the pagesof tho back, which 
tho countess finds on her return. Tho se- 
cond act opens in tho parlor of tho house 
of Chandoce, Lesparre presents a copy of 
his poems, and plays upon tho susoopti 
bilities of tho countess with falsehood. 
Hector again warns her. Tho third act is 
tho ball-room; tho snake is still at work. 
Armande bogs tho man to leavo Paris. 
She is troubled with depression. She 
looks to the Baroness and Mathilda, suc- 
cessively; they give her no comfort. The 
former is phlegmatic, the latter is too 
much occupied with tho next dance. liu- 
dolphe ^enters. She looks to him; he is 
careless. She aoousea him of a regard 
for Miss O'llara, an adventuress, who 
passes for the sister of Major O'llara, a 
very doubtful character, but who iu real- 
ity is his wife. Tho count leaves iu anger. 
Lesparre, who had been listening, returns, 
avows his love for Armande, which tho 
oount overhears. 'The result is a duel in 
the following act. Lesparre attempts to 
kill Rudolphe by firing before tho timo, 
but fails. The curtain falls on one of the 
finest duelling scenes to be produced on 
the stage. Tho sixth act is the reconcilia- 
tion through the intercession of Mathilda, 
the daughter. Armande ii pardoned, tho 
mutual discovery being mado that both 
havo been ''led astray." T1)0 play is su- 
perbly mounted for our theatre, and can- 
not fail to be a success.

TiiEnE is reported from New York 
an unusually large number of steoruge 
passengers by the outward-bound 
steamers. A week ago about, 2000 
sailed in this class for Liverpool, 
Queenstown and German ports, which 
is twice as large a number as the re- 
cords of former years are able to show. 
Last Friday at noon more than -bin 
passengers had engaged accommoda- 
tions in a single steamer of tho White 
Star Line, the Britannic, and the 
books had to be closed because the 
Company refused to sell any more 
tickets, though a premium was offered 
on tho regular price by a number. The 
temporarily diminished opportunities 
for emigrants caused by last Septem- 
ber's panic has produced this depar- 
ture to some extent, and doubtless 
many avail themselves of the reduced 
rates to visit their native lands, in- 
tending to return .again. Several 
months ago the passage was $31 and 
!?:i!);now it is nominally ^lo, and 
tickots aro actually sold at a lower 
figure. Nearly all the English com- 
panies have been obliged to follow tho 
example of tho National lino, and the 
rates of all aro nominally about the 
same. The steamship companies 
claim that they aro losing money on 
every passage by this arrangement, but 
still tho rales come down, and the end 
is not yet. The agents 011 this side are 
patiently awaiting tho movements of 
their superiors in Liverpool, and re- 
ports came over daily of a lack of un- 
ity there. The German and French 
lines have held aloof from the contro- 
versy from tho start, and maintain 
their former steerage rates, with 110 
diminution of business. The Eagle 
Line Steamship Company reduced 
their rates of second saloon passage 
from $72 to $00, gold, from Now York 
to Plymouth, Cherbourg and Ham- 
burg. Tho ratos for children under 
10 rears of ago havo been roduced 
from $36 to $i!0 gold.

Harding, editor of the Indianopolis 
"Herald," shot Mr. Moritz, a promin- 
ent merchant this p. m. Thoy havo 
been warm friends; Bocial relations 
and intimate. Moritz is about 40 
years old and married. He took ad- 
vantage of intimacy and succeeded in 
seducing Harding's daughter, 18 years 
•d age. She confessed to her lather 
last night that she had maintained 
criminal intimacy with Moritz sinco 
March. Soon after confession she 
took opium. Harding mot Moritzthis 
p. m. and shot him twice. Tho 
balls took effect, one in tho elbow, and 
one through his lungs. His recovery 
is considered probable. Miss Har- 
ding died this ufternoou, Mrs. Har- 
ding says since tho shooting that 
Moritz also made improper advances 
to her. Moritz denies the truth of 
both statements, and sayB he can 
prove his innocence.
